SHAFFER WAS RETICENT. 


PHtsburg, T>nM Aug. 28.-Probably

STEAMBOAT'S BOILERS BLOW UP 


The Quaker City Shattered Near Philadelphia and 


Ten Persons are Killed and Twenty- 


five Others are Injured. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 28.—The boilers 


of the river steamer Quaker City, 
carrying passengers and freight be- 
tween this city and Torresdale, ex- 
ploded this4 afternoon and ten persons 
lost their lives and twenty-five others 
were injured. A telephone dispat.cn 
just received at police headquarters 
says three persons were killed out- 
right by the explosion, seven wer? 
drowned in the river and twenty-flvo 
were injured. 


All of the injured were taken on 


police boats ana other river craft to 
the Philadelphia hou&e of correction, 
which is located on the hank of the 
Delaware near the scene of the acci- 
dent ,aud cared for there. An alarm 
of fire was turned in from one of the 
suburban station houses and Phila- 
delphia firemen and policemen were 
soon on the scene. 


The boat is now burning in ihe 


river.

Trouble is imminent on both the 


eastern and the southern boundaries 
if Colombia. 
Troops have been 


ushed in both directions, and the 
rentiers of Venezuela and of Ecuador 
Lre lined with armed men, ready to 
advance at a moment's notice. 


No secret is made of the threaten- 
ng attitude of the Colombian author- 
ties. They assert that the revolution 
lere has been 
enabled to continue 


only by the aid of the liberal gov- 
ernments of the neighboring repub- 
ics. and that to insure 
peace at 


lome it has become necessary to in- 
augurate a war of foreign conquest. 


It is assumed here that Ecuador 


would joni with Venezuela in uny- 
movement against Colombia—the two 
iberal governments standing united 
igainst the conservative element in 
control here 
and making counter 


charges of interference in their af- 
fairs and of fostering revolutions. 


There seems little doubt that the 


charges on both sides ue well founded 
The liberals of one republic have lent 
a helping hand to their struggling

The mort 
gage and all the papers had been ex 
ecuted and everything done towarc 
securing the $2.000 loan except th 
formality of handing over the check 
when he was thwarted by the suspi 
cions of the intended victim.

HIS BUSINESS LIFE. 


Mr. Miller's business career was an 


active 
and 
successful one. He 


abandoned railroading several years 
after coming to Fort Wayne, and ac- 
cepted a position as buyer for the old 
commission house of R. T. Taylor. 
During the war he was employed as 
traveling salesman and buyer for the 
Weiser tannery, then located upon 
the present site of the Centlivre 
brewery. 


About 1868 Mr. Miller engaged in 


business upon his own account, form- 
ing a partnership with Conrad Nei- 
reiter in the wholesale leather busi- 
ness, the firm being Neireiter & Mil- 
ler. 
The firm was in existence sev- 


eral years, and later Mr. Miller was 
for a time in business as a manu- 
facturer of collars. 
Disposing of 


this business Mr. Miller became a 
wholesale dealer in hats -and caps. 
After his retirement he did for sev- 
eral years an extensive real estate 
business, but in 
recent years lias 


been living a retired life. 


Mr, Miller's only public position 


was that of market master, which he 
filled in 1859-60. under Mayor F. P.

in which Turkey has been a factor. 


The aggrived nation in this case is 


France. 
France is tho lii-m ally of 


Russia, 
Russia has dreamed of and 


schemed for an extension of the Mus- 
covite dominion to the Mediterranean 
sea. 
The Franco-Turkish trouble 


may mark a reopening of that oppor- 
tunity which the powers balked at 
the close of the Russo-Turkish war 
in 1877, when Russia was compelled 
to take a cash war indemnity instead 


of a slice of Turkey running down to 
the sea. 
France may well expect 


Russian support in whatever she does 
and when the time comes for the 
earring to begin Russia will doubt- 
iess be in position to grab what she 
most wants. 


At all events it is to be hoped the 


powers will soon reach the point 
where the dismemberment of Turkey 
is inevitable. 
It should have been 


done long ago, and would have been, 
except for the jealousy and greed 
which prevented agreement upon 
what each was to have, as has been 
the case in China. 
Turkey has no 


right and no business in European 
politics, 
The Ottoman government 


belongs to the middle ages. 
If the 


signs of the past few days foretell 
dismemberment it is a good prospect.

National Civic Federation of Labor, 
and Henry White, secretary of tho 
United Garitenit Workers of America, 
arrived here today from Pittsburg. 
They said they had not been author- 
ized t£~inake~"any proposition looking 
towards a settlement of the "United 
States''Steel corporation strike. 


While in Pittsburg they liad a con- 


ference with President Shaffer, of the 
Amalgamated association, but with- 
out tangible result. 


Samuel G-ompers, president of the 


American Federation, of -Labor, also 
arrived in the city today, coming 
^rom Buffalo en route to Washington. 
Mr. G'ompers was in conference with 
Mr. Basley and Mr. White, but it was 
said the conference resulted in no 
plan of -action. 
Mr. "Easley said to- 


day: 


"Mr. White and I did not go to 


Pittsburg to make any proposition to 
Mr. Shaffer, nor have we ibeen au- 
thorized to make any proposition to 
the steel trust managers. 
We went 


there to get information, and, quite 
fby chamce, we met Professor Jenks. 
the trust expert of the industrial 
committee, 'and John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of tlie "United Mine Workers, 
and the four of us went to see Presi- 
dent Shaffer.

CONSERVATISM UNPOPULAR. 
Colombia's conservative govern- 


ment is not popular with the govern- 
ments of the countries 
mentioned, 


but is popular with the revolutionary 
elements in the same countries. 


The situation can be likened to a 


disrupted federation, 
composed of 


Venezuela, Ecuador, Columbia and 
Nicaragua, in which liberal and con- 
servative partisans are helping each 
other and intriguing togeliher; but, 
being separate nations, the political 
and armed intrigues threaten inter- 
national trouble. 


It is reported that the conservative 


revolt in Venezuela against President 
Castro is receiving actual support 
firm the Colombian conservatives. 
Nicaragua's 
threatened 
revolution 


will probably be similarly aided on 
the occasion arising. These condi- 
tions give ground for the reports of 
actual or threatened international 
complications between the countries 
mentioned, in which the liberals are 
decidedly opposed to Colombia's con- 
servative 
administration, 
whose 


prophesied downfall is accompanied 
by talk of a federation or consolida- 
tion of Some or all of the countries 
mentioned, 
under the idea of 
a 


"Grande Colombia."

At present forty 
Colombian paper dollars are equiva- 
lent in value to one gold dollar, 
government is printing paper money 
indiscriminately; lately established 
heavy export duties, payable in gold, 
and has sold monopolies and privi- 
leges' of all kinds, all of which has 
greatly injured commerce.

in Indiana have just been issued by 
State Statistician 
Johnson. 
With 


nine counties missing, the total 
number of marriages for the year 
ending June 30, 1901, was 24,007, 
and the number of divorces for the 
same period was 3,009, or 12.5 per 
cent of the marriages. The figures for 
the year ending June 30, 1900, when 
fill but two counties reported, were: 
Marriages, 27,051; divorces, 3,864, 
or 14.2 per cent, of the marriages. 
Even with the missing counties sup • 
plied, it is probable that some im- 
provement in the matter of divorces 
would remain. In Allen county the 
showing is not consoling.

year ending June 30 there were 670 
marriages and 119 divorces, the lat- 
ter amounting to 17.6 per cent, of

"No relation exists between the so- 


cial condition of the people and the 
large number of divorces gTanted 
each year," said State Statistician 
Johnson yesterday, in an interview 
which is printed in the Indianapolis 
Journal. 
"At least, the statistics 


that I have gathered on the subject 
of marriages and divorces do not in- 
dicate any such relation. 
For in- 


stance, in some of the older counties, 
•where one would naturally expect the 
social conditions to be on the highesl 
plane—such counties as Hamilton. 
Hancock, Hendricks, 
Henry and 


Howard—the ratio of divorces to mar- 
riage licenses runs about 10 to 12J 
per cent., and I find that those are 
pretty near the averages of all thi 
other counties. 


"So that the only way that I can 


see to remedy the laxity in securing 
marriage licenses and divorces in thi: 
state," continued the statistician, "i: 
to throw about the marriage contrac 
such restrictions as will make it mon 
difficult for people to rush into matri 
mony recklessly."

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INDIANA MAN IN BIG CONSPIRACY 


Collector Hoey and Deputies at Nogales, Ari., 


Arrested for Smuggling Chinese into the 


Country at Price per Head. 


Washington, 
Aug. 34.—Probably 


the most important arrests ever made 
iu connection -with the smuggling of 
Chinese across the Mexican border 
iiito the United States were made 
yesterday in Arizona, -when William 
M. Hoey, collector of customs at 
Nogales; B. F. Jossey, an emigrant 
inspector; Frank How, a Chinaman 
living in Nogales, aud another China- 
man living at Cliffton, Mexico, just 
across the border from Nogales, were 
taken into custody by special agents 
of the treasury and secret service 
operatives. 
Other arrests are ex- 


pected to follow -within a day or two. 


It is stated that with two or three 


exceptions the wh^le customs and 
immigration: administrations at No- 
gales c.e involved. 
Some time ago 


an official of the treasury department 
having Nogales as his 'headquarters 
wrote the department that he had 
reason to believe the official force at 
that point was corrupt, and that Chi- 
nese in large numbers were being 
smuggled across the border for a con- 
sideration. 


A secret service operative was sent 


there at once and plans laid to secure 
evidence against the persons under 
suspicion. 
Several Chinamen. <were 


furnished- with money and sent on to 
buy their way through the official 
cordon. This was accomplished with- 
out difficulty, the price demanded be- 
ing from $50 to $200. 
The secret 


service men also arranged with one 
or two employes whose honesty had 
been tested to go into the collector's 
office and demand a share of the 
money being received from Chinamen 
and to be admitted into "the combina- 
tion so that they might get then- 
share of the proceeds of future deals. 
This was reluctantly agreed to and 
considerable sums of money were 
handed over in the presence,and full 
hearing of a secret service man, who 
had previously secreted' himself in a 
nearby closet. 
The 
officials 
soon 


found that Ohiuamen who presented 
a certificate marked with the letter 
A were allowed1 to proceed -without 
question, while those having certifi- 
cates that did not foear this cabalistic 


mark were turned back without cere- 
mony. 


Later on it was developed that tho

In Answer to the Navy Department He Insists 


That Admiral Howison Should Plead in 


Relation to That Interview* 


Washington, Aug. 24.—Acting Sec- 


retary of the Navy Hackett today re- 
ceived the reply of Admiral Schley to 
the letter recently submitted to him 
by the 
department, 
declining 
to 


question Sear Admiral Howison as to 
the authenticity of the alleged inter- 
view with him reflecting upon Ad- 
miral Schley. 


The reply was sent to Captain Lem- 


ly, judge advocate of the court of 
inquiry. 
This means that so far as 


the department is concerned further 
action • on the Howison incident will 
not be taken, that being left to the 
court. 
The 
correspondence 
is as 


follows: 


"Washington, D, C,, Aug. 21, 1901. 


—Sir: I have to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of the department's letter of 
this date in reply to my communica- 
tion of the 19th inst. 


:2. While it is true that one of 


my counsel, Captain Parker, in reply 
to an inquiry made to him, did give 
his personal opinion of the several 
rear admirals oa the active and re- 
tired lists, .among whom was Rear 
Admiral Howison, I am assured by 
him that he believes the secretary 
misunderstood him that anyone of 
the officers named would be perfectly 
satisfactory to me. Captain Parker's 
conversation was had at a time when 
nothing "was known of the alleged in- 
terview as: published in the record. 


"3. In :niy letter of the 19th inst. 


I expressly state my opinion of the 
high personal character of Bear Ad- 
miral Howison, and I avoided any ex- 
pression of opinion as to the truth of 
tho statements made in the news- 
paper clipping which I inclosed. 


•'4. It"was with the desire"to avoid 
e necessity 
of making a formal 


challenge that I requested the de- 
partment to lay before AdmiralHow- 
isdn the statements that' lie is al- 
leged to have made, and thus give 
him the opportunity 
to take such 


action as his sense of the propriety 
of the occasion might suggest. 


"5. I therefore expressly state 


that the department has not placed 
the proper construction upon my let- 
ter when it treated it in the nature 
of a preliminary challenge for cause. 
I could not challenge for cause until 
I discovered there was a cause, and 
the object of my communication, as is 
evident upon its face, was to ascer- 
tain if Bear Admiral Howison had 
made this statement. You will ob- 
serve, in this connection, that in his 
original statement he says, *I have 
made no public utterance relating to 
this subject.' 


"I submit that his private utter- 


ances would affect his qualification 
as much as his public utterances, and 
my request was only to have this 
alleged interview submitted for his 
consideration.

The Tsangpo is in several respects 


the 'most remarkable river in the 
world. It is the highest of all navi- 
gaible streams, flowing for nearly a 
thousand miles at an elevation of 
frorii 11,000 to 14,000 feet. During 
the greater part of its course its cur- 
rent is sluggish, but for a hundred 
naies or more the mighty river, in its 
descent to the coast plain, runs with 
tha speed of a mountain 
torrent. 


, Though one of the largest of central 
Asian streams, it has never been fol- 
lowed from its source to its mouth, 
and until recently it was doubtful 
of which of two well known rivers 
it was the headwater. 


The .Tsangpo rises in the extreme 


southwestern corner of Thibet, at a 
height of nearly 15,000 feet. 
De- 


ceiving the drainage of the slopes of 
the Himalayas and of a little kn'own 
Thibetan range running parallel 
with these mountains, it soon be- 
comes a stream wide and deep enough 
•to he navigable. 'There is a consider- 
able 'boat traffic upon it at an eleva- 
tion of little below the summit of 
Mount Blanc. It flows due east for 
some 800 miles, receiving numerous 
•large tributaries from both south and 
north, and when near Lhasa it is, at 
low water, nearly a third of a mile 
wide and twenty feet deep; in floo'd, 
two miles wide and 
of unknown 


depth. In longtitude 94 degrees east 
it makes a sharp bend to the south 
and passes through the Himalayas 
in a course known only to the'sav- 
ages who dwell upon its iprecipitous 
. hanks. 


"When last seen by an explorer it 


is at a height of tfrom 8,000 to 11,000 
feet, hut when it emerges in Assam 
it is only 40'0 feet above sea level! 
From this poirit it pursues its slug- 
gish way for another 800 mi'les as 
the Brahmaputra to the Ganges and 
the bay. of Bengal. There has 'been 
a long controversy, into the details 
ot which it is not necessary to enter, 
as to <whether the Irawaddy" or the 
Brahmaiputra is the continuation of 
the'Tsangipo. Though there has.been 
KS-yet no direct evidence—the last 
expedient of throwing in marked togs 
in Thibet.having failed—the general 
consensus of scientific opinion is in 
favor of the Brahmaputra, and the 
latest English gazetteer describes it 
under this" name. 


It is hardly > *e expected that 


pure science Will be mu'ch benefited 
by the lifting of the veil which hangs 
over this part of the river's course, 
But there can he little doubt that it 
hides' sceries of-' -magnificent beauty 
and : grandeur wihich will thrill the 
expectant world and give it new and 
nobler conceptions. 


The imagination-fails to grasp the 


reality, as there is no other instance 
on earth of --a Urge river dropping 
8,000 feet in 150 n^Jas, plunging 
with a'mad rush of a mountain brook 
•hemmed in by ranges whose peaks 
are from 13,000 to 22,000 feet 
in 


height. 
The native testimony 
is 


conclusive as to the existence of at 
least one awe inspiring fall before 
Thibetan territory is left. 


Its attempted 
ascent from 
the 


plains of Assam bas been absolutely 
prohibited hitherto "by'the Indian 
government .on the entirely reason- 
able ground .that there is almost a 
tertainty that the explorer would be 
killed by the savage Mishmis, who 
are intolerably jealous of the presence 
of a stranger in their country. This 
would necessitate a punitive expedi- 
tion costly in treasure and in life- 
an evil.by no means commensurate 
with the gain of having satisfies 
what is, alter all, pure 'curiosity. The 
Thibetan officials also, while prevent- 
ing so far as they are able any white 
man from Thibet, for some unknown 
reason forbid Thibetans even to at- 
tempt to descend the river beyond 
their own frontier. 


The 'Tsangpo has been explored, 


however, with the exception of this 
150 miles, notwithstanding the oppo- 
sition of the Thibetans and the diffi- 
culties 
presented "by the 
highest 


mountain region in the world, though 
not -by -white men. 


_ At any time within the last thirty- 


five years the trans-Himalayan trav- 
eler might 'have met-at caravan of 
Tibetan and Indian traders with 
their pack-laden sheep climbing 01, 
descending some steep mountain pass, 
or crossing, the Tsangpo on rafts. 
Walking humbly with tbe servants or 
slaves, for to walk is a mark of servi- 
tude with those people, there would 
fee an Indian with tea bowl and 


-•prayer barrel suspended at his. girdle, 


counting his rosary as 'he walked, 
differing in nothing apparently from 
his companions, except in his more 
intelligent face and the greater in- 
terest -with which he noted every- 
thing about Mm. 
But open his 


prayer barrel, which he piously twirls 
when he comes to some particularly 
dangerous spot, and there will be 
found in it, Instead of the scroll with 


relative position of the prominent 
peaks, the course of the streams and 
their approximate breadth and deptb. 


Examine closely Ms rosary, and 


one would discover to his surprise 
that,' instead of the orthodox 108 
beads, there were only 100, and that 
he dropped one at every 100 steps, 
which, were uniformly 2^ feet long.. 
If he were watched carefully, he 
would tbe seen to steal from camp'at 
night, when all else were sleeping, if 
biting wind, freezing cold, and driv- 
ing; snow permit, with his box and 
tea bowl. 
Taking from beneath the 


false bottom of his box a few instru • 
ments, and pouring some quicksilver 
into his tea bowl for an artificial 
horizon, he makes an observation of 
some star, notes the condition of 
barometer and 
thermometer, com- 


pares 'his chronometer with liis watch 
and then goes back to camp to write 
up his journal, and at length to sleep. 
'Years after the traveler might see 
this same man at the Great Trigono- 
metrical survey in Calcutta reading 
to an Englsh officer 'his jriurnal, ex- 
plaining 'his c-bservatious and route, 
survey, and narrating his abventures 
—in one instance these included seven 
years' slavery in Thibet. 
He as&s 


who he'is, and is amazed to learW 
that b.e is only a schoolmaster in a 
little Himalayan village in the dis- 
trict of Kumaon. 
; 


What is his reward for these years', 


long toils, sufferings, and dangers,1 
this daily risking his life in ail at- 
tempt .to • add to the world's '•knowl- 
edge? JA'little piece of land, possibly 
a small pension, nnd, while he is able 
to serve—oblivion.

Colonel 


Swayne and seventeen British •officers. 
As we now know, this leavening of 
British leaders'was enough to give 
Hie raid levies such superiority -over 
tribesmen of exactly the same blood 
as to inflict a crushing defeat on'u 
force reckoned at sixteen 'times their 
own nuinber. This is, Indeed, a strik- 
ing tribute to the 'organizing and 
leading faculty possessed by the iBrit- 
ish officer overnative levies.

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PITIFUL SCENES AT A HANGING 


Nordstrom, the Washington Murderer, Collapses 


at Gallows and is Strapped to a 


Board—A Celebrated Case. 


Seattle, 
Aug-. 
23.—Charles W. 


Nordstrom was hanged here today for 
the murder, November 27, 1891, of 
William Mason. 


Shortly after 9:30 Nordstrom was 


taken to a room adjoining the death 
chamber. 
He wept continually. It 


required the utmost efforts of four 
men to keep him on his feet. 
When 


he was taken into the death, chamber 
he broke down eutirely, crying in a 
childish voice and praying; that his 
life be spared. 
Then ho collapsed 


entirely and fell to the floor. 


Efforts to raise him and keep him 


on his feet were fruitless, 
Pinally 


Sheriff Cudihee ordered that a hoard 
he brought. To this Nordstrom was 
tied. 
It required six men to hold 


him for the operation. 
Several times 


Nordstrom seemed to speak, but his 
words were indistinct. The six men 
who had held him raised his body 001 
the board and with great effort suc- 
ceeded in getting him upon the scaf- 
fold. 
There he was placed upright 


while four men stood on the four 
sides of the trap and held him. 
In 


less than two seconds after the con- 
demned man. had been fastened th.» 
trap was sprung. -This was at 9:49;. 
ITordstrom was.pronounced dead at 
10:02.

The Nordstrom case is-a-celebrated j 


one, having been fought back and 
forth in the courts for nine years. 
During that time the 
condemned 


man has managed' escape the gallows 
several times for one reasoa or an- 
other.

Nord'trom worked during1 the fall 


of 
1S91 
for Thomas Mason, a 


Taucher, near Cedar Mountain, 
in 


this county. He had a dispute about 
the amount of wages due-him. The 
sum involved was $3.85. 


On the night of the murder, "Wil- 


liam Mason was sitting down to 
supper with' liis-father. 
Some-one 


fired a shot from outside -the win- 
dow. 
Young Mason pitched forward 


•and died in a short' time. The 


ground showed the prints of the 
murderer's feet as he stood beside a 
fence corntr and rested his rifle on 
the top rail. The next day officers 
took up the chase. The murderer 
was tracked over a long; stretch, of 
country. 


Several days 
later 
Nordstrom, 


with a- Winchester rifle of the same 
calibre with which the victim was 
murdered, was arrested on the rail- 
road track near Cedar (Mountain He 
told conflicting stories. 
On trial he 


was convicted. The case was ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of this 
state, which refused to grant a new 
trial. 
Colonel 
James 
Hamilton 


Lewis became associate counsel in 
the case. He fought the case in the 
federal court on, a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was denied. He car- 
ried the matter to the supreme court 
of the United States and lost his 
case. 
He then went to the supe- 


rior court of King county and asked 
for a commission of physicians to 
examine the mental 
condition of 


Nordstrom. This \ras granted. The 
doctors pronounced the man sane. 
He then demanded a. jury trial as to 
Nordstrdni's sanity. 
The superior 


court denied this. In the supreme 
court of this state Lewis' appeal of 
the question was overruled. 
Lewij 


carried this to' the supreme court 
of t'he "United States and he also 
applied to court for a writ of habeas 
corpus on' the strength of the insan- 
ity proceedings. The federal court 
refused the writ. Lewis carried this 
to the supreme court of the United 
States. 
He was overruled in both 


cases. Since that Lewis has applied 
to the. federal arid'superior ciurts 
for a stay of proceedings and the

two years.

As Brown, said after-

PLEA FOR PEACE.

There will also be 
other evidences of pioneer days, such 
as flailing- of wheat, picking- -wool, 
carding wool, spinning, baking- corn 
dodgers and rocking the babies in a 
sugar trough.. Every person over 70 
years attending the rolling -will be 
*iven a dinner free of hog and hiom- 
iny and corn .bread and milk. Mr. 
Ridgway will give cash prizes aggre- 
gating $100 for building first and 
second corners of cabin-making, stick 
chimneys, 
old-fashioned 
wooden 


hinges and other work of pioneer 
days. 
A multitude of other prizes 


are offered by him, among which is a 
$10 prize for the best four-iminute 
speech, and $15 for the best three- 
minute speech. 
The entertainment 


is suggested by Mr. Ridgway with- 
out hope of reward.

It de- 
velops that on these notes Key bor- 
rowed $1,632. The receiver thinks 
this is only a starter, as it is believed 
the Chicago bank took a considerable 
amount of the forged paper nnd fur- 
nished Key the cash to do business 
on. 


Mr. Wilkerson has also found that 


there are fifty-seven persons who had 
balances in the bonk when it failed, 
and twelve persona who hod over- 
drawn their accounts. S. J. Xeedy, 
who is defendant on a $300 note ex- 
ecuted to Key, and assigned to tha 
Capital National bank, of Indianapo- 
lis, as collateral, says his note Is gen- 
uine, but as he had a balance in the 
bank, he wants the benefit of the 
offset. 
He says that he had no 


knowledge that Key assigned the 
note to the Capital bank, and he also 
declares that he paid the interest, 
though no interest credits are on the 
note.

Enoug-h has been already opened to 
emphasize the value of a calm and 
considerate temper and treatment of 
those who are exasperating in theii 
treatment of us.

Why it should have berv 
so and how it came about are que= 
lions to which differing answers havi 
been made. But that the fact exists 
and has long existed, is unquestion 
able.

Lake—Gas Explosion Wrecks Work 


and Kills the Workmen. 


Cleveland. Aug. 21.— As the result 


of an explosion of gas in the new 
waterworks tunnel wider Xake Erie 
last night five more lives were added 
to the Already long list of casuaSties 
recorded since work first began on 
the great artificial waterway.

NEVER, USED FOR PRINTING 


BOGUS BANK NOTES. 


Sold to a Junk Dealery Who Turned 


Them Over to Secret Service 


Officers in East. 


New York, Aug. 21.—The govern-^ 


ment secret service officers last night 
visited New'Brunswick, IT. J., and 
obtained po'sjjession of the plates arid 
nearly $200,000 (face value) of the 
notes of the old State Bank of New 
Brunswick. The notes were not re- 
printed from the old plates, hut were 
genuinely printed thirty years or 
more ago by the bank itself, but were 
never rsigned by the president and 
cashier. "Lax methods in winding up 
the "affairs of the hank twenty-eight 
years ago seemed to he responsible 
for the alleged swindle in bther'states 
with the bank notes as a oasis. 


The bank went into liquidation 


some years ago. Col, John A. Newell 
was'at that time appointed receiver 
and wound up the affairs of tha in- 
stitution. He has since died. In the 
•course of his operations he sold the 
old note plates to Adam Lunwig, a 
junk dealer, of New^Brunswick. The 
sale was as old metal. 
The junk 


dealer also bought the waste paper 
and all the junk out of the bank. In 
the waste p'aper he found about half 
a million dollars' worth of notes. 
T]iese were in'tlie original sheets and 
uncut and iinsigned. . These notes lie 
sold or gave to Jacob Weigel, who is 
a collector of coins and old notes and 
•who has a very large collection, one 
of thV most extensive in the country. 
He kept them some years and then 
began to dispose of them to coin 
dealers, 
ife sold many of them to 


reputable,^dealers in all parts of the 
country. He received nominal sums 
for his sales. 


Among: others, h* sold some to 


Gr'eensbui'g & Smith, of San Francis- 
co. This "firm,'Mr. Weigel say's, aft- 
erwards sent him large orders for the 
no'tes .and in all purchased soine 
9175,660 worth, counting their face 


value. The plates remained in the 
possession of the junk dealer. 


Last night the secret service agent 


saw Mr. 'Weigel. 
!iaey were satis- 


fied wita his explanation and he gave 
them what 3ie hau remaining of the 
notes, except those he kept for his 
collection. He was not arrested. 


Ludwig, the junk man, turned over 


the plates. These were still in the 
package in which they were wrapped 
after last being used. The seals were 
v.nT>rpken. They bore the seal of tlv; 
bank and also that of the receiver 
and there could be no question that 
they had never 'been used since last 
the bank ran off a lot of the bills.
